CABLE NEWS. 



Nothing Knowu of Ambassador Malet'i 
Contemplated Resignation— Glad- 
stone on Armenian Question. 



Further Trouble Among Irish Nation- 
alists-Justin McCarthy at Issue 
With Healy.

London, Aug. 7.— A representative of 
tho Associated Press was informed at the 
Foreign Office to-day that nothing was 
known there of tho report that Sir Julian 
Paancefote, British Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, waa^to bo transferred to Berlin, in 
Bucoeaaiou to Sir Edward Malet, the British 
Ambassador at that city, who, according 
to reports, contemplates resigning. 

Applications amounting to £371,000 have 
boon recoivod for the now issue of Toronto 
Ry. Co. first mortgago four and a half per 
cent, bonds. The bonds havo been alloted. 
Tenders wero to day invited by Messrs. 
Hambro & Son for £251,000, City of Toron- 
to general consolidated loan debanturea. 
The loan is rodeemablo in 1928 and the min- 
imum price Is placed at 99, Tho list oloaod 
at 2 o'olock this afternoon. 

There has boon unusual excitement in 
Havana. Tho event of deepeBt interest is 
the reported landing of Gen. Qiessdittnd 
hia extensive expedition near Nuuvitue, and 
the report that in ordor to divert attention 
from tho cecal Gon. Macjo attacked several 
towns simultaneously. Gen. Gomez is aaid 
to hove been guarding tho coast to proteot 
the landing of the expedition. The in- 
surgento aro now anxiously awaiting another 
expedition, which is thought to have left 
Jamaica two days ago. Gon. Campoa haa 
cabled to tho home govornment to send the 
30,000 reaorvs troopa as quickly as poBsiblo. 
It iB roported unofficially that Senor Menior, 
engaged in the service of the rebels aa a 
military onglnoer, has been killed in an 
action near Guayamaro. 

Tho City of Molbourne, Australia, bank 
has closed its doors. In its financial article 
the Standard says that the creditors of the 
City of Melbourno Bank deoided to reject 
tho latest aohemo presented to them on be- 
half of the directors and shareholders partly 
in consequence of the rathor defiant mes- 
sages recoivod from Melbourno. The official 
liquidator was InBtruoted to order hia 
agents to petition tho courta for liquida- 
tion. 

Sig. Nobill, Italy's charge d'affaires in Rio 
Janeiro, haa presented to tho Brazilian for- 
eign oifioe the final request of his" govern- 
ment for a settlement of clairas against 
Brazil for tho outrages perpetrated during 
the revolntion. Slg. Nobill intimated that 
the orders of the Italian minister of foreign 
affairs are peremptory. 

The management of the Panama canal 
has issued an alluring announomect that it 
needs all kinds of workmen, and promising 
that thoy shall bo paid by special arrange- 
ment. 

Mr. JuBtln McCarthy, M.P., loader of 
the Irish Nationalist party, haa issued a 
manifoBto appealing to Irish members of 
parliament to end tho dissensions In the 
ranks of their party, whioh he Bays have 
brought disaster to tho Nationalist cause. 
Continuing Mr. McCarthy asserts that it is 
almost impossible to over estimate the 
diaastrous effoots of Mr. T. M. Healy's 
oharge nude at the National oonvention at 
Omagh, County Tyrone, on July 8 Mr. 
Healy, upon that occasion, accused Mr. 
John Dillon of selling Tyrone to the Eng- 
lish party, and road a letter from Edward 
Blake, M.P., to Privy Counoillor Dixon, 
informing him that tho Nationalist federa- 
tion would in futuro bo unable to subaidizs 
North and South Tyrone or North and South 
Londonderry, whioh he asked should be 
subsidized henceforth in the sum of £200 
yearly by tho Liborala. It appears from 
tho statements made thon that tho govorn- 
ment whip, Mr. Thomas Ellis, consented to 
this, on the understanding that tho seats 
roferrtd to wore to be considered Liberal 
and not Homo Rule. Mr. Dillon, replying 
to Mr. Healy's charges, cried amid consider- 
able uproar : " What you stato is in- 
famous and calumnious lies. You aro a 
traitor; you read private letters In public." 
Mr. McCarthy in his manifesto states that 
Mr. Healy's charges aro unfounded, grossly 
untrue, and that Mr. Healy's action was 
disloyal to his party. 

Timothy M. Healy hua addressed a long 
letter to Justin McCarthy, suggesting that 
tho public attack upon him in thcluttor's 
manifesto on I he evening of the mooting of 
tho party is unworthy and unconstitutional. 
He defends his aotion and repudiates the in- 
sinuation that he over failed in hie pledge to 
ait and act and vote with tho 
party. Ho donouncoa the intrigue 
to give tho North Tyrono seat 
to the Liberal Solicitor General aa a por- 
potual stigma on its authors and an utter 
broach of faith with tho Irish party, and un- 
til the party makes itaolf tho accomplice of 
Mr. Blake ho say? ho will maintain that tho 
party itsolf is entirely free from any re- 
sponsibility, for that intrigue. 

Tho rumor published in a Now York 
morning paper about an alleged oaso of 
cholera in Hamburg haa no foundation in 
faot whatever, and is officially contradicted 
by the authorities In Hamburg. 

Roliablo advicea frhm Cuba are to the 
effect that tho Insurgents have blown up 
with dynamite tho railroad bridgo near 
Sanctl Spirltus. It is also roportod that 
Condo Lnrsundi, or Sorsundi, has joined tho 
insurgents. 

Tho Timos to morrow will publish a re- 
port of tho estimated condition of tho orops 
in August. Taking 100 an tho normal stan- 
dard, wheat la placod at 78, barley 80, oats 
80, potatoes 85, beans, pous and roots 75, 
and grass und hopa 71 

At tho mooting held at ChoBtor on Tuob- 
day to diacusa tho Armonian situation Mr. 
Gladstone Bald hia resolution was moderate 
and expreasod not only their own senti- 
ments, but thoBo of their tranB-Atlantio 
brethren, who felt evon more strongly than 
did those present that tho diBpaBslonato 
inquiry whioh was mado after the Saasoun 
massaoro showed that the powers of languugo 
did not Buiiioo to deaoribe tho outragua whioh 
mado tho blood run cold. Iujulry, be con- 
tinued, verlfiod all the sickening details, 
nob only European, but Amorican testimony, 
whioh was doubly entitled to orodenoe, aa 
Amorica, politically, had no interest in the 
Lovant. This testimony, Bald Mr. Glad- 
stone, with great energy, summed up into 
four words, was " Plunder, murder, rape, 
torture." "But," added Gladstone, " the 
plunder and murder were comparatively 
mild betide tho work of the raviaher and 



torturer. This was not the work of dargor 
ous claases, but of tho government of Con 
Btantlnoplo and its agents, and there is not 
one of their deeds for whioh the govern 
ment is not responsible." 

The court of appealo has dismissed Count- 
ess Ru&boII'b appeal against the judgment 
of April last dismissing her suit against 
her husband, Earl Russell, for the rcstora 
tion of conjugal rights and granting her 
husband separation. 

The Globe this afternoon gavo promin- 
ence to an interview with Jefferson M. Levy, 
of Montecello, Va., in whioh he ia quoted 
aa saying that " tho wild silver theory ia 
dwindling away iu America." Mr. Levy 
1b alao reported as having expressed the 
belief that the United States la on the high 
road to prosperity, 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

North Western Farmers Preparing for An 
Exceptionally ITcavy Harvest— Arrival 
of Vice-President Stevenson. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 7. — (Special.) — Tho 
farmers of the adjoining municipalities are 
proparing for grain cutting, and many aro 
dally observed in tho city who return with 
quantities of binder twine. Inquiries at 
the oiiicBS of local doalera elicited tho infor- 
mation that largo quantities of twine havo 
been imported this season, and that tho de- 
mand is generally in exoess of previous 
years. 

A telegram haB reached this oity from 
Troy, Montana, atating thah E. L. Hawkins, 
lato of \\ Innlpeg, has been murdorod. 
Hawkins was for years a brakemon on the 
C. P.R. , and was well 'mown in the oity. 
Ho lefb for Montana about four yoorB ogo. 
Ho waB a brother of Phil, Hawklna, an ex 
C.P.R. conduotor. 

Tho Regina exhibition dosed to day. 

Robt. IronsideB expects to ship 20,000 
head of beef cattle from Manitoba and the 
territories th iB Boason. He hos already 
shipped nearly half that number. 

Vico-Preeidont StevenBon of tho United 
States, hia wife, daughters and party passed 
through tho city this evening on routo to 
Alaska. Tho party travels in President 
Van Homo's private car. While here thoy 
wero mot by several prominent citizens and 
driven over the city. 

A despatch from Rat Portage saya a gen- 
eral strike haa been deolarod there by the 
lnmbormen engaged at tho loading mills. 

Deputy Warden Burde will, it is said, 
leave tho Stoney Mountain penitentiary 
this week to ontor upon the duties of deputy 
warden in tho British Columbia peniten- 
tiary. 

KU CHENG MASSACRES. 

The Account Given by an American Mission- 
ary Who Escaped-The Work of the 
" Veeetarlans.'' 

Poo CHOW, China, Aug. 8. — Dr. Gregory, 
an American missionary, who esoaped from 
Ku Cheng, in hia account of the masaaore 
there aaya: At about 12:30 p.m. on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 1, a native Christian rushed to my 
study sayingthat Boveralof the foreignladios 
at Hwo, a mountain resort about 12 miles 
from the city of Ku Cheng had been killed 
this morning and that two houses had beon 
destroyed. "Fifteen minntes later a note 
from Mr. Phillips confirmed this. He 
wrote that five ladles were dead, tho 
Stewarts were missing and fonr persons 
wero seriously wounded. I immediately 
went to Yamen, where hundreds of oxoited 
natives had already gathered and requested 
tho district magistrate, Wong, to Bend 
somo Boldiors at once to Hwa Sang. In 
half an hour the magistrate went toHwaSang 
under an oscort of about sixty soldiers. 
Apparently no post-mortem mutilation had 
been attempted, This frightful massacro 
was done by members of the secret aooioty 
known bb the VegetarianB, who 
have been causing muob troublo allko 
to Christians and heathens in 
and '..rv>und Ku Chong oity. I believe that 
about eighty mon wero engaged. Thoy 
wero armed with Bpoars und swords and 
sesaisd atrongly organized under one ohiof 
loadtr.

(From Our Own Corrospondont.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 7.— Nat. Boyd, M.P., had 
an interview to-day with Hon, Mr, CoBti- 
gan on the aubjoot of sending a steamer to 
tho HudBon Straits to ascertain the period 
of navigation in those watera. The minis- 
ter said no vobboI could be apared thia 
aeaaon, but noxt year an expedition would 
bo going up anyway in tho joint intereBt of 
fishery, geological and marine researoh. 

Tho stories about trouble in connection 
with the Soo canal works appear to be ut- 
terly unfounded. Chief Engineer Ford re- 
turned toduy aftor having mado a thorough 
inspection of tho canals, and says that the 
only obstacle to the opening of the canal is 
the existence of boulders in the upper chan- 
nel. These will havo to bo removed to 
make the navigation of tho canal absolutely 
safe. The removal of these obstruations is 
not proceeding to his satisfaction, but Mr. 
Fleming, of tho firm of Allan A Fleming, of 
thlB city, who have the contraot for the 
work, went weBt this evening to expedite 
its completion. 

The shareholders of tho Tobioue Valley 
Gypaum Mining Co., assembled here to- 
day, but owing to the abBenoo of President 
Brophy decided to postpone the annual 
mooting. Action was taken, however, look- 
ing to tho securing of offers for leasing the 
property, and with this objoot.Hon. Mr. 
Costigan and Hon. Petor White, two of the 
principal shareholders, will proceed to Mon- 
treal to-morrow to interview the C.P.R. 
people. 

An order in-oouncil was passed to-day 
appointing John FranclB Waters, M.A., of 
the Btate department secretary to the board 
of Civil Service oxaminers in placo of Peter 
Leaueur superannuated. Mr. Wators will 
perform the duties of tho secretaryship in 
addition to his departmental work, his 
extra remuneration being $150 a year. Mr. 
Loaueurs salary was $700 as secretary and 
S-100 as a member of the board. 

Hon. Dr7 Montague returned to day from 
the seaside to attend tho sitting of the coun- 
cil thia afternoon. It will be tho laat for 
some days as tho ministers will be nearly 
all away after to-morrow. Dr. Montague 
left for the West thia evening to take his 
family home to Dunville. 

A QUESTION OP JURISDICTION. 

Had the Courts of British Columbia the 
Bight to Act in the Blythe Abduction 
Case? 

All the judges were preBent yesterday 
afternoon when the point In tho Blythe ab- 
duotlon oaae reaorved for the consideration 
of the Full court oame on for argument. Mr. 
Frank Higgins appeared for the prisoner 
and the Deputy Attorney-General for the 
Crown. 

Mr. Higgins regretted that he had not 
been called into the case earlier, as he would 
then have been able to give it fuller consid- 
eration, and he also regretted, without re- 
flecting on the officers of the Crown or the 
learned trial judge, that the accused should 
have been allowed to go undefended by 
counaol, as otherwise there waa no doubt a 
good deal of evidenoe wduld havo been 
elicited which could not now be dealt with. 
He took for hia line of argument the follow- 
ing points: (1) That whon the girl Belle 
Rookwood mot tho prisoner In Viocoria, she 
was not in tho possession of her parents; 
(2) that the proseuution havo failed to 
show that tho prisoner knew or had reason 
for knowing, or that he bslie- „d that the 
girl was under the care of her father at the 
time he met her in Viotoria ; (3), that 
when the girl left tho Btate of Washington 
it ia not proven that she intonded to return 
and that from tho evidence it iB co be pre- 
sumed that ahe intended to abandon her 
father'a possession ; (4), that the of- 
fonce of abduotlon was not committed in 
British Columbia, and thorofore the court of 
this provinco has no jurisdiction to deal 
with the case. 

According to the 283rd section of tho 
Criminal Code there must boa taking out of 
tho possession of tho fathor. Reg. v. Green 
& Batos, Reg. v. Hibbert, Reg. v. Myoock, 
and other casos wore cited in support of the 
argument that tho prosecution had failed to 
prove a taking out of the parent'a posses- 
sion, a non-abandonment of homo and a do- 
Biro to return. The letters in the caBO go 
to show that the girl left home 
of her own inclination and that her 
intention was to marry the prisoner. Mr, 
Higgins submitted a caBe of a girl leaving 
Viotoria for San Franaisoo, unknown to hor 
father, with tho intention of getting married. 
In auoh an instance tho inferenco would bo 
that tho girl abandoned her father's posses- 
sion tho minute the boat loft tho dock. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Walkon thought it was 
not a question of distance, tho abandonment 
took place when tho girl decided not to 
roturn. 

Tho Chief Justice, continued Mr Higgins, 
docldodupon tho authority of Rog v. Maokle- 
tow, but there was a broad distinction be- 
tween that cum and the present. In the 
formor tho g4rl left homo and mot tho 
prisoner at a plaoo within tho jurisdiction, 
and a short distance from homo ; in the case 
boforo tho court tho girl mot the prisoner at 
aplaco outside tho jurisdiction, and ovor 100 
milos from home.

Fishermen Drowned at Steveston— 
Struck it Rich in Cariboo-TIie 
Sea Serpent 

Vancouver Seriously Threatened by 
Bush Fires— Provincial Police Ap- 
pointment— Cattle Shooting 1 - 

(Special to the Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Aug. 7. — Messrs. Honey and 
Hamilton, who left Vancouver sonic months 
ago to seek, thoir fortunes, have-, it is re- 
ported, struck it rich in Cariboo. 

Only through the greatest exertions of 
firemen last night wore many dwelling 
houses aavod from destruction by fire. The 
gale that blew nearly all night spread the 
bush fires and txtonded the fiamos in 
dangerous proximity to many houses. 

The aluico box at the Van Winkle mlno 
turned up a nuggat iu peouliar form some 
days ago. I] was in tho ohapo of a aovo- 
roign made in Hor Majjsty's mint, Loudon, 
In 1852 It was black and discolored and 
hud evidently been partially buried in the 
earth for years. It was probably lost by 
aomo minor in tho early dayo, and is pro- 
served by tho owners of the Van Winkle as 
a curiosity. 

S. M. Okoll, managing director of the 
Okoll & Morris Fruit Proaerving Company, 
Viotoria, is in tho oity on route to the FruBer 
vallby to purchase fruit for prosorving pur- 
poses for his firm. Mr. Okoll says that this 
year hia company iu using more fruit than 
ever, and cannot obtain us tnuoh of some 
varietiea as is requirod. Strawberries and 
raapbarries were both scarco, though 
plums and apples will bo plentiful. Tho 
firm has purchased some 40 odd tons of fruit 
in the neighbourhood of Cuilliwack this 
season. 

An onormous sturgeon woighing fully 500 
pounds and measuring 10 feet 4|j inohos in 
length has boon captured at tho North Arm 
of the FraBor.

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Aug. 7 —A number of 
casualties were reported on the water front 
but apart from the drowning accidents at 
Steveston no fatalities were reported. At 
this writing it is difficult to get at tho truth 
of the drowning fatalities at Stqvenston. It 
was ourrently reportod that eight fishermen 
were drowned, bat a telephone mossuge 
from Steveston says that as far as oan be 
ascertained only two fishermen are actually 
known to have lost their lives. Tho gale 
last night was the fiercest in tho year, and 
fishing along the rivor was abandoned al- 
mist entirely.

Nanaiuo, Aug. 7.— Professor Fletcher, 
g .vornment entomologist, is hero, tho guesb 
of Rov. G. W. Taylor for a few days. Ho 
haa consented to give a leoture on the sub- 
j ^ot of entomology at Ss. Alban's sohool 
room this evening.

PROVINCIAL PROHIBITION. 

The Ontario Appeal Before II. M. Privy Coun 
ell— Continuation of the Argument. 

London, Aug. 7- — After hearing the ro- 
p'y of Mr. J. J. McLaren, Q C, for the 
appellants, the judicial committee of the 
privy oounoil to-day reaerv-od judgment In 
the appeal regarding provincial prohibition 
in Canada, to dooido whothor the powor to 
pass prohibitory liquor law legislation bo- 
longs to tho fodoral or the provincial au- 
thorities in the Dominion. 

At tho conclusion of Mr. MoLiron'a argu- 
ment, Lord Hersoholl, ono of tho Lords of 
Appeal, said, addressing tho Canadian at 
torney : "Your opponents contend that 
tho Canada Teniporanco Act impliod tho 
ropeal of the Prohibition aot of tho Ontario 
legislature, Suppoao tho Tomperanco aot 
waa in oporation at the time the Ontario 
legislature passed its reatriotionB, wore tho 
two acta bo Inoonslstont that tho Canadian 
aot repealed the Ontario aot. " 

Replying, Mr. McLaren procoodod to 
quoto the Maine liquor law, with a vlow to 
showing tho Interpretation gonorally given 
of the powers by the highest authorltica, 
when Lord WatBon eaid : "There is Httlo 
good to be gained by these quotatlona, wo 
are dealing with— tho meaning to be put on 
a general etatomont, Thao can be obt.ainod 
only by rooourse to tho atatute and a con- 
sideration of tho moaning which tho legisla- 
ture whloh paasod it intended it to havo."

of the Crown to Precious 
Metals Upheld By the 
Full Court. 



Judgments Handed Dowu Yesterday 
in Bainbridgo v. the E, & >'. 
Railway Uo. 



The case of B.vinbridgo v. E. & N. Rail- 
way Company, more generally known aa the 
"Precious Motals " co.Be, waB the first 
ootion taken up whon the Full court of 
BritlBh Columbia mat yesterday, all the 
judges being present. The oaso oame on 
some time ago in the form of an appeal 
from the judgment of Mr. Justice Drak 
affirming tho right of the Crown to the 
precious meula within the Island miliyay 
belt. Judgment was yesterday given by 
the Full oourb mstuining the judgment of 
Mr. JuatlcH Unties, Mr, Juar'oe Crease, Mr. 
Justice MoCreight and Mr. Justlco Walkem 
concurring in ' 11,1 dinmiwl of tlie appoal. 
Mr. Justice MoCreigbVa judgment waa as 
iollows : 

" Tho law fcemo tu bo so thoroughly 
settled to tho i if .oo that mines of gold ucd 
sliver will not puss by a grant from the 
Crown without ixprtos words graining thum 
(Wooloyv. A '.iimy-General of Victoria, 
appeal ewes 163, acd see tho distinct ad- 
mission of the counsel for tho appellant at 
page 165, whilst arguing bef"re tiie Judicial 
Committee tn tho above lilact, and tho 
judgment of i ho court at pagu 166) that it 
wou.'U not hb right io dwell on tho altered 
authorities to the samo i ffjet, auch as re 
Kirl of Northumberland's mines, Ploivden 
310, :VXU, :mb, 3:16 i and see pages 332 and, 
333 of tho samo report, where it ia said that 
'nothing prerogative can paas without 
express and determinate words,' with which 
agree Abort's reports, 2-13, Davies 5~B, 
Lyttleton'a reports 110, Mayor 175, and B ee 
2 appoal C. 167 and 16S. The Judicial 
committee Bay in their judgmont at page 
166 that the point 1b 'simply whether Upon 
the salea of waste lands of the Crown 
otc. , the gold that might be found 
in such lande passed to tho purchasers,! hero 
being no words in tho grunt from the Crown 
expressly granting it. Now, whatever may 
be the reasons assigned in the caao in 
Plowdon for the rule thereby established, 
and whothor they approve themeelvoa or 
nob to modern minds, it is perfectly cloar 
that ever sinoe that position haa been settled 
law in England, that tho prerogative right 
( f tho Crown to gold and eilver found in 
mineB will not p-iss undc-r a grant of land 
from tho Crown unless by Bpt and precise 
words the intention of the grant is ex- 
pressed it shall pasB. It was fairly stated 
by the learned counsel for tho appellant 
that this rule must bo taken to havo boen 
introduced as pirt of the common law of 
England into tho colony of Victoria.' (See 
also Attorney General of British Columbia 
v. Attorney- Genoral of Canada, 1-1 »pp. C ) 
These authorities aeem to mo to leave no 
doubt thab under 47 Vice, C. 14, S. 3, 
DC, the words ' inoluding all coal, 
coal oil, ores, atones, olay, marble, 
alate, mines, minerals ard substances what- 
soever therein, thereupon and thereunder' 
do not pass fio'd and silver, that is the 
precious metals. No doubt the local legis- 
lature might have, by apt and express words, 
altered the law in this rospeot but ae the 
judloial committee say in Wooley v. Attor- 
ney-General of Victoria, 1 it ia a regular 
principle of the construction of BtatuteB tbat 
the prerogative rights of the Crown o&n be 
oonveyed only by express worda or neces- 
sary implication ;' and when we come to 
look at the British Columbia aots, it is ap- 
parent the legislature havo always been 
anxious to retain unimpaired the rights of 
free miners, or to adopt tho grave and re- 
apectful language of the law, tho preroga- 
tive rightB of the Crown in roapect of the 
preciuna metals; and with a view no doubt 
to prevent misapprehension care has always 
been taken that in crown grants to individ- 
uals (chapter 16 of 47 Viatoria) 
notice of tho retention by the Crown of 
ita prerogatives in reference to precious 
metals should bo inserted. Again in 47 
Vic, cap. 10, we find the word 'mineral' 
included all minerals, precious or base, otner 
than coal found in veins or lodes. By sec- 
tion 61 the word mineral as used in thia act 
shah mean and inolude all minerals precious 
and base othor than coal tound in voina or 
lodea. Again in section 09 wo Bod ' Such 
crown grant shall be deemed to transfer and 
paae the right to all minerals precious or 
base, excepting coal,' etc, and tho samo 
expression la to be foucd in the form of 
crown grant — page 39. Those acts wo ro 
pasBed during tho samo Besaion as that in 
which tho act relating to tho Island railway 
was pasaod, and Bhow that the legislature 
knew well that tho precious motals could 
only be convoyed by apt and 
precise words, and were cortainly 
far from showing any disposition to alter 
the law in that roapeot, or in any way to af- 
fect the prerogatives of tho crown in refor- 
enoe to precious metals. Not merely do 
theBO ootomporaceous acts of the province 
phow this, but antecedent legislation is in 
tho same direction ; (soo tho form of crown 
grant in the Mineral ordinance of 69, und 
aeotious NU and 81 of tho Land Act of 75, 
continued or ro onaoted by the Land Act of 
1884 and nan form, No. 7, of crown grunt in 
the Bchodulo resorviug to freo miners tho 
right to enter on land alionated by the 
crown and starch tiiereiu for piecious 
motals ) For theso roasona I think the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justico Drako ia oorrojt and 
tho appeal should hi dismissed with coats. " 

Mr. Justioo \\ alktm's judgment waa 
very similar in (fleet. It waa uh follows : 

" Balnbridgo vb. E. & N. Railway Co, 
— By eection 3 of chapter 14 of the 
atatutea of 1883, the provincial legisluiuro 
' granted ' (I am quoting the words) ' to tho 
Dominion govornmont for tho purpoao of 
constructing and to aid in tho construction 
of a railway botween Esquimalb ard Nanai- 
mo, end in trust to bo appropriated aa they 
may deem adviaablo * * * all that pieco 
or parcel of land situato in Vancouvor Isl- 
and dosoribed as follows,' (hero follows tho 
deaoriptioD) 1 and inoluding all oral, coal 
oil, ores, Btonos, clay, marble, slato, mines, 
minerals and Bubstanoes whatsoever there- 
upon, thoroin and thoreundor. Ia 
furthoranoo of tho Bamo project, tho Do- 
minion govornmont, eubaequently by 
patent from tho Crown, granted the same 
tract of land and inolusivo substanoea to i ho 
E quimalt & Nanaimo railway company, 
the now appullants in thia action. BritQy 
stated, tho question wo have to dotormine is 
whothor tho wordB 'all mineB, minerals and 
snbstaccis whatsoever, ' etc , had the effect 
of divesting the Crown as represented by tho 
province of ite prerogative right to tho pre- 
cious metala. In Wooloy va. Attorney Gnn- 
oral of Victoria (2App,,caBo 166), the ju- 
diclol committee, aftor roforring to tho 
mineB oaao reported In Plowden, makoa tho 
following observation : ' It is porfectly true 
tbat ever sinco that decision it has boon Bot- 
tled law in England that the prerogative 
right of tho Crown to gold and silver found 
in mines will not paas under a grant of 
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land from tho Crown anleBs, by apt and pro- 
eiso w»rds, tho intention of tho Crown b ) 
expressed that it shall paao. ' Tho worda 
'all mines, miuerala and aubstanoos 
whatsoever thoreupon, therein apd 
thereunder ' aro certainly very 
comprehenBivo and in their ordinary sense 
would probablo bo deemod to include pre- 
olous, as woll aa, baao metala ; but in tho 
present instance their meaning is controlled 
and limited to baao metala by tho Bevoru! 
worda which prooood them, in accordanco 
with the maxim noscitur a Booiis ; and con- 
bcquenMy that meaning cannot In expand- 
ed uo as to inolude prerogative righta or 
jura regalia, which admittedly do not ex- 
ist in roopect of the grant of the coal, cial 
oil, lands, beds of clay, and atone, slate and 
marblo quarries mentioned. It seems to 
mo that the legislature, by lta very act of 
minutely particularizing the aubatancta 
mentioned, designedly meant to exclude the 
precious motals. Had it beon otherwise, 
tho term preoioua metal, or porhapa royal- 
ties (is in section 109 of tho B N.A. Act), or 
somo equivalont torm would havo been 
found in the Beotion. Nor, in my opinion, 
waa the omission to Include tho precious 
metala an overflight on tho part of the legis- 
lature, for during the same session it had 
hoforo it a measure in amendment of what 
is erroneously known aa tho Gold Minirjg 
Act, 18S^, in which 'minea' and 'miu- 
erala ' are respectively defined, in sub 
stance, as auriforoua earth or rock, or 
lodee or veins containing any minerala 
excepting coal. (Sec 45 Vio , chap. 8 ; 46 
Vic , chap. 19 ) While thuB oartful to de- 
fiuo these worda in tho genoral mineral acts, 
it has left them to be defined in tho presont 
Instance toording to tho well known rule I 
have referred to. In any event, there aro 
no apt or precise words in the section to 
show that tho legislature Intended to part 
with^tho prerogative rights of tho Crown, 
and even if that were doubtful, that fiot of 
itself would ba in favor of the province, 
whom the plaintiff, as a 1 freo miner,' li- 
censed by the government to mine for gold, 
may bo aaid to vlcarioualy represent. In 
tho Attorney General of British Columbia 
vs. Attorney General of Canada (14 appeal 
oaae), Lrd VVa' 8 in obBervea that 'gold and 
silver mines, until they have been apily 
sovered from tho title of the Crown and 
vested in a tubjeot, are no!) regarded as 
partis Soli, or aa incidents of tho land in 
which they aro found. Nat only so, but 
the right of the Crown to land and the bater 
metals which it contains atandB upon a dif 
forent title from ;hat to which ita right to 
the precioua metala must bo ascribed.' This 
judgment may, in my humble opinion, be 
said to atrengthen that givon in the oaae o[ 
Wooley vb tho Attorney. General of Vic- 
toria first oited. Tho appeal must bo dis- 
missed with coata." 

Mr. Justice Crease also dealt with the facte 
and the law of the case at considerable 
length, concurring with hia brother ju JgeB. 
It ia expected that the point at isaue will 
bo carried on appeal to the higheat tribunal 
of British law, by counaol for the railway 
company.

FOR US T FIRES. 

The bush gres are spreading between this 
city »nd Nanaimo ; towarda Otter Point a 
now diatriot, is blazing, and the Straits are 
again hidden under a gray smoke cloud, the 
roaulc of froah tires having started on several 
of the ialanda of the Gulf. Tho proaent 
Boason bida fair to rival laBt year for tho 
number and extont of its bush Area, and at- 
tention is thereby recalled to tho note of 
warning in this regard that ia sounded by 
Surveyor Ganeral Tom Kaina in his laat of- 
ficial report. The subject thus openod up 
is a irery large one— much too largo for more 
than casual consideration in the columns of 
a newspaper or the pages of a departmental 
report — but Mr. Kaln a has, in tho view of 
tho public generally and of timber men in 
particular, atruck tha keynote in advising 
that a new and stringent bush fire law bo 
plaoed on tho statute book of the province 
without delay, Such legislation, it is held, 
is neoosaary, not alone for the pre- 
Borvation of liriti 8 h Columbia's forest 
wealth, but for the protection of aettlo- 
mont, town and village property from de- 
struction by firo and f r the prevention of 
tho recurrence of disastrous flooda. 

At tho present tim Q tho Bush Fire act ia 
tho same aa that paBaed in 1874. It provides 
that any peraon who, during the months of 
Juno, July, August or Septombor, ignitoa 
any inflammable matorial in any foreat or 
woods, from which damage roeulta through 
tho author of tho firo having neglocted to 
properly extinguish it, is liable to a maxi- 
mum penalty of $100 or in default three 
montha' imprisonment for each offence. 
This applies to fires on Crown land as well 
aB private property, vehilo ownora of dis- 
trict land are equally liable Bhould firea 
starting on their promisee spread, through 
thslr oaroloaanoaa or nogleot, to do damage 
to adjacent properly. 

The cauaos of the annual epidomic of 
buab firos are apparontly aa vari- 
ous aa the localities atlUctod, but 
la many cibob tho carelessness of 
camping partioa or of settlora clearing land 
by fire in the dry season ia unquoBtionably 
to bo held responsible. In tho Kootonay 
country, whero tho operations of Mr. 
Drowry'a government aurvoy party wore 
last year auspondod for almost two ontiro 
months by the presence of tho donao smoke, 
it was learned that many of tho moro serious 
firea had boon wantonly started by prospeo- 
tora anxious to soou r o easier acceaa to tho 
oountry to proaoouto tholr aoaroh for 
mlnorala. Tho result waa, aa everyone 
knows, heavy loss in timbor of tho highest 
grade. As long ag s in 1S88 it waa esti- 
mated by Mr. J- H- Morgan, Dominion 
forestry commissioner, that British Colum- 
bla'a timber loss by buah firos in that ono 
y oa r exceeded $1,000,000, Last yoar'a firos 
Were even moro numerous and more disas- 
trous than those of igHS, and this Beaeon'a 
proiniso to bo as bad aa thoao of 1891. 

Aside from thoir bearing upon tho ques- 
tion of forest conservation, tho bush liroa aro 
hold to be largely roaponaiblo for both flooda 
and drought. A" the authorities appear to 
agroo that tho Fraaor rivor flooda of 1891 
Wore in a la. go measure attributablo to firoB 
having cloared tho mountaina at tho hoad- 
vvatera. In this connection Mr. W. S. 
Drewry, P.L.S., ha a the following In hia 
roport to tho Landa and Worka dopartmont, 
Bla remarka olosoly parallel thoso on tho 
aamo subjoot of Mr. Morgan : 

■' While it ia probable that tho groat 
flooda of 1894 wore tho result of a very un. 
usual combination of oiroumatancoa, it ia 
also probAblo, that the partial deforestation 
of our mountains was an important factor, 
Jfor hundreda — probably thouaanda — of 
years naturo han been at work excavating 
various channels 'or unwatoring tho coun- 
try under certain conditions, and if man 
ohooges ono of those he muBt affect the re- 
sult. Nature mado thoao drainago works to 
perform thoir tas'* within a certain period ; 
so that if, through tho destruction of 
the foroata, thoy are forcod to do 
their work in a very mnoh shorter time the 



re6ult in a oountry Buch as ours ' n uat be a 
succession of floods and droughts, altomotely 
devastating and parching the valloysj ">i 
the aurfaoo being denuded °f trees the a< >- 
cumulated Bnowa of winter will bo ex poBefl 
to the direot raya of tho aun, a nd rnel t ' n '> 
quiokly, will rush off, surcharging tho 
atreama, causing them to overflow fcne|j 
banka and ovorwhohn tlio valleys; whil 
in Bummor tho greater p»rt of tho r uio'*U 
will paaa off by evaporation froo., 
the surface on which it fall . Thus ">o 
successful uao of tho valley landa dep on da 
largely on the preservation of the niouO ttt ih 
foresta, which in thia fair provinco es'sts 
principally whero bus little of the ao ll cl »o. 
bo cultivated, and moat of the inhabi tun ta 
aro engaged in or depend on mining, anil, 
therefore, tho conditions under which 'he 
waterways work need not be dang ro U9 !y 
changed, and aro only so altered by 'ho 
uttor indifforonce of tho people." 

While Mc. Kama has not outlined a »y 
deairablo remedial legialation in hia rep 0r t>, 
it is his opinion, shured by numerous others 
identified with provincial affairs Who ha\- 
recently boon spoken to on tho eubj 00 t, th^t 
hoavier penalties ohould bo provided for 'he 
causing of bush fires, and that stop a B h°nld 
also bo takon to specially Proteot thr ou gh 
tho dry season tho timber at tbo mouoNn 
sourcea ot tho moro important rivora of tl lo 
provinco.

Tho 
oompotitors woro tho Lnandnr Boat Club 
and tho crew sent by Cornell Univoralty, in 
the State of New York When the word 
vvaa given to start, Leander waa not ready, 
but the Cornell crow wont eff at tho Bignal 
and rowed ovor iho ooureo. . . Id la 
scarcely poasiblo to be too punctllloua in a 
matter of thia kind, especially whole the 
contest ia of an international character. 
Certain rules aro laid down, and, ao far aB 
tho umpiro is concerned, they musd bo 
obeyed. It is quite oertuin than an Eng- 
lish university or Bohcol erew in euch a oaao 
as this would have stopped rowing and 
backed to tho starting point till their op- 
ponents wero ready, but this would have 
been thoir own doing, tho reault of long 
traditions, and in obedience to tho purely 
British canon of what is aportamanliko.

Judgment was given by the Full court 
yoaterday in tho caae of Denny v. Sayward. 
This appeal centred mainly od a point of 
practice with regard to service of papers e.nd 
change of solicitors, Mr. Justice McCreighfc 
gave a lengthy judgment dealing with all 
the points and sotting aside the order of Mr. 
Justice Drake with coats of the appeal. Mr. 
Gordon Hunter for Sayward and Mr. E. P. 
Divis, Q.C. for Denny ot al. 

Edison Electric Co. v. Edmonds et al. — 
Judgment was given yesterday in this ap- 
poal by Justices Croaao and Walkem, dis- 
missing the appeal, Justice MoCreight dis- 
senting. Tho appeal waa from an order of 
Justioo Drake on a point submitted to him 
as to whether tho defendants, who were 
shareholders of tho Vanoouvor it Westmin- 
ster Tramway Co., were not shareholders 
under the provisions of the B. C. Railway 
Act. Mr. Justice Drake hold that thoy 
wore not, and his judgment was uphold as 
above stated. Mr. L G. MoPhillips, Q C, 
and Mr, A. E. MoPhillips, for the appel- 
lants ; and Messrs, McColl and Davis, Q C'a, 
for respondents. 

Fnsign William Patterson of tho Food 
and Shelter depot wishes to thank the 
following friends for kind donations of food 
during the last) two weeks: Dornestio 
bakery. Porter & Sons, a friend, per H. 
Harris, a friond, L. Goodaore, W. K. Bull,

Two judgments wore delivered by tho 
Chief Justice yesterday morning. Lands- 
berg v. KirBohberg, a partnership action, 
was bho first. In this tho plaintiff brought 
suit to recover from tho defendants tho turn 
of §843 40 aa moneys or goods fraudulently 
obtained by them whilo members of the 
firm of Klraohborg & Landsborg. Tho de- 
fendants ploadod thab they had ontorod into 
a sottlomont of all tho partnership dilli ■ 
cultios, and countorolaimed for damages for 
having been fraudulently inducid to dis- 
solve tho partnership. Tho Chief Justice 
upheld tho dofonce of aottloment, but gave 
judgment for a romalnlng item of £50, and 
diaallowod tho countor olaim. S. Perry 
Mills for plaintiff; Archer Martin for do- 
fondanta. In H, B. Co, v. Hazlott, an im- 
portant point had boon raised by tho de- 
fendant aa regards tiio exemption of book 
debts from soizuro. Tho plaintiffs had ob- 
tained an ordor for tho appointment of a 
recoivor to gob in tho book debts. Tho do- 
fondant claimed thoBO debts, utider §500, as 
boing exempb undor tho uumestoad act und 
book oub a summons to sob asido the rocoiv- 
ing ordor. Tho Chief Justico hold that 
though under tho authorities quoted book 
debts rr.iiab bo hold to bo " goods and chat- 
tels," yob thoy wore not liable to bo seized 
or sold " by any process ab law or in equity," 



and wero oonsequpntily not capablo of 
exomption. B. H. I'. Drake for plaintiff ; 
Arehor Martin for dofondanc. An appeal 
will bo taken in this matter. 



Judgment in Boer vs. Loudon & Canadian 
Insuranco Go. was delivorod yesterday, the 
Full court dismissing tho appeal with costs. 
Mr. MoPhillips for the respondents ; Mr, 
Fell for tho appellants. 

His Lordship the Uhief Juatioe delivered 
oral judgment yesterday dismissing tho ap- 
peal in McColl v. Loamy with coats, prom- 
ising to give his roasons in writing if tho 
parties, required them. Justices Drake and 
Crease delivered written judgments con- 
curring. 

Chief of Police W. H. Sheppard ia 
anxious to obtain information of one J.

Perhaps the 
inspection of milk will bo insisted on some 
day and thon it will provo of greater genoral 
service." 



In Slade v. Sargent, the Chief Juatlce 
yesterday gavo tho judgment of tho Full 
court as follows : " In this case, in which 
the plaintiff bases his action on fraudulent 
representation, alleged to have been made 
by the defendant, I am of opinion that no 
fraud has boon shown against tho defendant, 
but only a mistake. Itistruothatthedofend- 
ant, when the error was discovered, Bought 
to take advantage of it by demanding rent, 
but he afterwards, and in defence to tho 
suit, offered what I agree with tho trial 
judges was all the reparation which a oourb 
of rquiby would havo awarded. I think the 
learned judgo of the court below has done 
juBtico botween tho parties, both as to the 
morita of tho caso and in apportioning the 
coats. Tho appeal will thoroforo be dis- 
missed with coats. Mr. Lyman P. Duff 
(Hunter & Duff), for respondent ; Mr. 
Charles Wilson for appellants. 

Collector A. R. Milne yoBtorday com- 
menced work on tho assessment of claims in 
tho cases of tho sealing schooners Willie Mo- 
Gowan and Ariol, seized by tho Russian au- 
thorities whilo hunting off tho Copper island 
coaat. Tho claims will 1)8 many Bided — tho 
wageB of bho crow, tho value of tho seal 
aklna on board whon the vessels wero aei/.sd, 
tho cost of outfitting, tho cost of construc- 
tion of tho voaaols, the profilB which tho 
vessels might havo made from successful 
operations since the date of thoir capturo, 
all will rocoivo attention, and documentary 
evidences of those and other claims that 
may arise will necessarily havo to bo pre- 
sented to the collector, und all who aro in- 
terested are requostod to attend at hie office. 
Tho investigation will continue from day to 
day until all tho necessary information is so- 
curod. Ib will thon bo forwarded to Ot- 
tawa for transmission to the Imperial gov- 
ernment. 

In view of tho provalonco of cholera in 
certain parts of China and Japan epeoial 
precautions aro boing taken by tho Do- 
minion quarantine authorities to prevent 
tho possibility c* tho introduction of tho 
diaoaso into this city by any of tho constant- 
ly arriving Oriental liners. Tho manage- 
ment of tho N. P. R. stoaniBhlp lino wero 
notified yoatorday that in futuro a stop 
muab be mado by thoir steamers inward ab 
William Head, for inapootion und fumiga- 
tion, and accordingly tho atoamer Victoria, 
duo to morrow, will visit tho quarantine 
station boforo docking hero.

Tho Oriental steamship Evandale was ro 
leased from her libel in Tncoma Tuesday 
and at once Bailed for Victoria, outward 
bound. More delay than was anticipated 
was encountered in scouring bonds. Finally 
L. R. Manning and O. B. Hayden, of the 
Pacific National bank, went on the bond for 
$10,000 oaoh. The libollants aro M. J. 
Brandonstoin & Co. and Purrott & Co., of 
San Francisco, for about $12,000, and Bal 
four, Guthrlo & Co. for about $1,200, both 
for damaged cargo. It waB about eight 
o'clock yestorduy morning when the Evan 
dale made hor appearance horo. She took 
on 35 tons of leather from Sua Francisco, 
lij Chineso and two Japanese paaaengere, 
and waa ublo to proceed on her voyage 
feven hours after her arrival. Before the 
Evjndalo s^ilod the frequenters of tho water- 
front had un opportunity to get an idea of 
her carrying capacity. She stood high out 
of the water, yot stowed away in tho hold 
woro 64,856 Hacks, or 16,214 barrels of flour, 
11,186 piocos of lumber, including nine 
groat spars, besides a considerable amount 
of miscellaneous stuff. Tho value of hor 
load was estimated to be over $(>"), 000 The 
Northern Pacific company havo now about 
20,000 tons of freight afloat moving in this 
direction from tho Orient. On Friduy or 
Saturday tho stoamship Victoria will be 
duo with about 4,000 tons of freight, i 
proportion of which is to bo landed here 
for San Francisco und Viotorio. 

SHIPPING TRADE FOB .JULY. 

Messrs. R. P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., in thoir 
shipping report for July have tho following: 
" Tho situation in freights has changed so 
little during the past month thab our report 
may be brief. In San Franoisoo all the 
grain tonnage in port is under clnrter with 
the oxception of two vessels, and for theee 
something like 40s. to Cork for ordors is 
asked. Exporters are, however, nob pre- 
pared to go bo far, their ideas being about 
363. 3d., so for the present, ratoa aro purely 
nominal, 'Thoro has boen a bettor and more 
widely distributed demand for lumber 
carriers, but freights aro baroly steady, 
although vesaols aro nob any more plentiful 
than they huvo boen. The coastwise trade 
is report od us very active, and ib is to bo 
hoped that the improvement may in timo 
extond to foreign business." 

IN THE PERUVIAN OIL TRADE. 

The well known oteamor Bawnmore, 
which a short time ago waB employed in tho 
coal trade, lefb San Franclaoo for Peru yeB- 
eerduy to bring oil back to tho Goldon Gate 
city. She will Cill at way porta In competi- 
tion with tho Pacific Mail. Her rates will 
be 40 per cent, lower than thoBO charged by 
the Piicifij M»ll. Tho trip will ba an ex- 
periment in competition. 

MARINE NOTES 

Owing to tho steormhip Asloun not in- 
tending to ctJI here upon her arrival from 
the Orient on or about fho twontyeocond 
instant, tho next O. R. & N. steamer to call 
at Victoria will bo tho Mount Lebanon.

An opplioationi;|by Dr. Ernest Hall, 
L.R.C.P., Ed., for tho position of pitholo- 
giat to the hospital, was road. Dr. Mo- 
Kochnio, the pathologist appointed, has ro- 
moved to Vancouver, hut no resignation 
having been received from him as yet tho 
application was tabled for tho present. 
HOSPITAL SUPPORT. 

Tho following letters from H. P.illaa 
Holniokon, M.P. P., a member of the board, 
wore read and tiled : 

London, July'2,'1, 1895. 

Gentlemkn: — 1 beg herewith to enclose 
copy of & letter which I have this day for- 
warded to tho M^yor and Corporation. Why 
I sent tho newspaper clippings is In conse- 
quence of tho Colonist leader, which is ad- 
miral and excellent (I am referring to the 
leader of tho 30th uit.), but as the amounts 
contributed aro the results of taxation I 
think the call for moro aid is a subject call- 
ing for representation to both the govern- 
ment and coiporatlon. Tho people will not 
stand a porpetual cry of "give" to our 
noble institution. I do not wish to dis- 
parage any mode of rousing the pooplo to a 
sense of their duty, but surely no more sen- 
sible way can bo found than that of taxa- 
tion. 

I have sent the president's annual message 
to Mr. Burdett. 1 have not had time to 
see this gentleman as yet but have had some 
correspondence with him.

To the Mayor and Corporation of Victoria, — 

Gentlemen : — In reading through the 
latest Viotorio nowspapors to hand, I ob- 
serve that you have done mo tho honor of 
reappointing me as one of your nominees on 
the board of tho Jubilee hospital, a position 
I feel proud of occupying, ond I thank you 
for permitting me to ooncinua the work in 
which I take so much pleasure. 

It may not be out of place to road, as a 
striking contrast, the enclosure which I 
have oat out from thb morning's Times, and 
while ib is natural that every good citizen 
Bhould regret that the hospital is In debt, 
in my opinion Victoria haB no reason what- 
ever to be ashamed of herself in the matter 
of aiding the hospital. 

Owing to the great and increasing inter- 
est the corporation has manifested in the 
work of the hospital, I am ondoavoring at 
present, thanks to a suggestion of my good 
father, to prepare an estimate for next 
year'a expenditure, which I truBt will ma- 
terially assist your honorable body in com- 
ming to a conclusion as to tho amount to be 
contributed to the hospital funds.

contracts awarded. 

The committee to whom the tenders for 
laundry work had beon reforred reported in 
favor of tho acceptance of that of the Vic- 
toria Steam Laundry, it being the lowest. 

In the discussion which followed it tran 
spired that tho tenders had been rovlsed 
since first submitted, Mr. Wilson contend- 
ing that ob they originally stood tho Stoam 
Laundry tender was §100 a month, and that 
of the present Chinese contractor 575 a 
month. Ho thought the Chinaman had 
beon unfairly dealt with, and protested 
against doing such injustice to anyone. 

Mr. Dwyer explained that the original 
tenders were not made upon the Bumo basis 
and could not well bo compared, bo thub it 
became necessary to coouro the further 
figures, which brought out tho Steam Laun- 
dry lowest at il mado a saving for tho hos- 
pital.

Mr. Thomas Shotbolt reported by lettor 
in favor of awarding tho contract for drugs 
to Mooro&Co., tho only tenderers, whoso 
figures ho had found to be roosonuble.

The commltteo for tho mouth roported 
that tho drain to tho Cadboro Bay road is 
falling to pieces bec»uso of boing made of 
defective matorlal, and that it will havo to 
bo replacod by vitrified day pipo.

" By this means," bhe oommltteo oon. 
«lude, " provision would be made for im- 



mediate commencement of tho obstetrical 
training of the nurses." 

Tho resolution referred to in tho above 
recommendations was as follows i 

" Tnat the nuroas receive theoretical 
training in oboteU-ios in the Job lee hospi- 
tal no part (it their regular curriculum. 

"Tnat they receive oliuicd fruining 
from members of tho medical stuff nf the 
hospital by attending and nursing piticnls 
to be provided for them b/ members of that 
ucutf, ouch nursing to he free of charge to 
tho pitienta " 

Tito report was received and adopted, and 
the mattor wao referred b ick to thu com- 
mittee for tho purpose ui elaborating a 
B-iheme to c»rry tho recommendations into 
effect.

The Tejiid Until— Tho Hot Shampoo— For 
Bellow Complexions— Salt Hath. 

Ablution ill water may bo made to ac- 
complish nindi besides keeping tho skin 
clean. The fresh coloring of the skin 
may bo prolonged by a simple thing — 
tbo tepid bath in which bran has boon 
stirred. Dry with a coarse Tnrkish towel 
and follow by a long friction till the 
flesh fairly glows and shines. This keeps 
tho blood at the surface in auactivo con- 
dition and wards oft' a flabby, weak con- 
dition of the flesh which is apt to result 
in wrinkles. 

A hot shampoo bath onco or twice a 
week is henpfieinl to people with moist 
or oily skins. Have the water as hot as 
can be comfortably borne, and with a 
largo bristle brush and a cake of white 
soap (castile perfumed) cover your body 
with lather, then with a washrag of 
Turkish toweling rub and bathe tho body 
thoroughly. Hot water used alone is en- 
ervating, so a rapid hand bath of cold 
wator containing colonge should follow. 
Dry rapidly, and after a short but vigor- 
ous exercise resume your apparel. 

A daily bath is almost a necessity for 
those who aspire to beautiful complex- 
ions. For those inclined to sallowness of 
skin, a half teacupful of vinegar or tho 
juice of a lemon may with benefit bo add- 
ed to a washbowlful of water. On tho 
other hand, if the trouble is opposite to 
that described, a teaspoouful of soda add- 
ed to the water will be boueflciaL 

A salt sea bath, followed by an oil 
rub, is an excellent thing for delicate 
women who need vitalizing. Sea salt 
may be bought in five pound boxes at 
tho druggist's. Half a cupful dissolved 
in boiling water and added to a basin o? 
lukewarm water is sufficient. Sponge 
the body from head tu foot, dry and 
then rub cocoannt oil into tho skin till 
mi trace remains on the surface. It is 
most beneficial to havo the bath and the 
oil nib just beforo going to bed. If that 
is not convenient, a siesta, including a 
nap, is the next best. Thoabovo is writ- 
ten by a correspondent of Good House- 
keeping, who adds : None but tho most 
robust persons should ever tako baths in 
cold rooms Tho batlu'oom should be ar- 
ranged so that it may bo heated in a 
few minutes. A bath with a cold after- 
ward is worse than no bath at alL

Drain 2 teacupfuls of tart cherries that 
havo been stoned in a colander ; spread 
them over the dough, but not within an 
inch of the edge on either side ; spread 
a cupful of sugar over, dredge with a 
tablespoonful of flour, and roll up like a 
jelly cake. Wring a piece of muslin out 
of hot water, rub one side with flour, 
wrap it around the fruit roll, sewing it 
up tightly and allowing room for it to 
rise. Lay on a plate, placed in a kottle 
of boiling water, and boil continuously 
for an hour and a half. Servo with any 
sauco preferred ; one to which cherry 
juice is added will bo found vory appe- 
tizing. A huckleberry roily poly can bo 
made by this samo recipe.
